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How the World is Told of British 


Industry’s Achievements 


T may not be generally known that the telling of 

the story of Britain’s industrial achievements in 

these urgent post-war days is not left entirely to 
the enthusiastic efforts of individual firms. New 
heights of production, the discovery of new techniques, 
processes, products and designs are not allowed to pass 
unnoticed except for the enterprise of a particular 
business house or manufacturer. Every day—in fact 
almost every hour of the day and night—there goes 
out from Londen a round-the-world service of in- 
formation, factual and authenticated, telling what 
Britain has to offer that is new. 

The Central Office of Information, at the request 
and under the guidance of the Departments con- 
cerned with publicity overseas—i.e. the Foreign 
Office, Commonwealth Relations Office, Colonial 
Office and the Board of Trade—produces material in 
various media publicizing the efforts and achieve- 
ments of British industry in general 
and the excellence of particular 
products. This material is supplied 
to the Information Officers attached to H.M. 
Missions abroad, High Commissioners’ Offices, and to 
Colonial Governments, who are responsible for its 
distribution. The Central Office is not itself repre- 
sented abroad. 

The material sent to each country is related so far as 
possible to the conditions in the country and to trade 
prospects, and is adjusted to meet new demands and 
opportunities as indicated by reports from the field. 

The media through which commercial publicity is 
carried out comprise 

feature material and photographs for the daily 
and periodical press (including the trade and 
technical press) ; 

books, pamphlets and magazines ; 

and films, posters and window displays. 

A further operation which serves to promote trade 
| with overseas countries is the arrangement of indus- 
| trial tours for visitors to Britain. Details of these 


Overseas 
Network 


services are provided below, together with a section 
giving some indication of the further assistance which 
industry can supply with a view to improving them 

Material for use in the overseas daily and provincial 
press and in the trade and technical journals is 
supplied by the Central Office of Information and 
distributed by Information Officers. Daily wireless 
transmissions overseas of the London 
Press Service include a 1,000-word 
industrial programme of industrial 
and economic publicity, which is received by the 
majority of overseas posts. Its aim is to give a 
daily picture of progress and developments in 
every branch of industry by means of news items 
or full-length articles. Names of individual firms and 
their products are given. The programme also pro- 
vides a way of answering overseas criticisms of British 
products, a8 when United States and Australian 
criticisms of British pottery and piano manufacture 
were met by articles on the excellence of these 
industries. 

The London Press Service goes to nearly every 
country in the world. In addition there are five 
special regional services to the Far East, Latin 
America, the Middle East (with an offshoot for Iran), 
India and Pakistan, and U.S.S.R. 
In the industrial field these services 
supplement the general Industrial 
Programme by carrying longer versions of news 
stories of particular interest to the various territories 
covered. For example, the first flight of the Tudor IV 
on British South American Airways was of sufficient 
world-wide importance to be covered on the Industrial 
Programme: it was also covered on the appropriate 
regional programme with a wealth of detail of par- 
ticular interest to Latin America. 

The regional programmes also carry items excluded 
from the Industrial Programme as being of purely 
localized interest, such as the visit of an Egyptian 
industrialist to Britain or the shipment of a large 
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cargo of machine tools to Latin America. 

A number of feature articles, dealing generally with 
industry as a whole and with individual industries are sent 
to overseas posts by air mail. Some are also included in the 
general and regional] transmissions of the London Press 
Service. In certain cases the feature articles sent by air 
mail are accompanied by picturegraphs specially produced 
to illustrate their contents. 

A service of fashion drawings and articles intended to 
stimulate the export of British textiles is part of the regular 
Feature Service. 

The Feature Service contributes to publicity for the 
British Industries Fair a series of advance articles each year 
on a number of industries exhibiting at the Fair and on the 
products they will display. 

There is also a fortnightly 4-page bulletin ‘‘ In Reply to 
Yours,’’ which supplies commercial and economic articles 
(in English) in popular style. Copies are supplied free for 
the overseas clients of commercial companies in Britain, and 
in all about 19,000 are airmailed overseas. 


Photographic Services 


A daily service of 4-10 topical photographs is provided to 
most overseas territories, for the most part agency or official 
photographs. 

News Feature Sets also are distributed. These are sets of 
4-6 pictures with a topical flavour usually supplied in 8 in. 
by 6 in. size, of which about 8 or 10 a month are sent out, 
primarily for publication in illustrated and _ technical 
magazines. They can also be used for display. 

News Feature Sets are excellent for industrial publicity 
and have produced good results. One set on a new type of 
barrel brought enquiries for £1,000,000 worth of the product. 
Such picture stories also create general prestige for the 
vitality of British industry. Other successful subjects have 
included a supersonic laundry, an _ electronic-controlled 
machine to make radio sets, an ejector seat for jet pilots, the 
world’s first radar-controlled harbour and a light-weight 
motor cycle. 


Mat and Stereo Service 


Many industrial subjects from the foregoing services are 
reproduced on plastic printing plates for use by small news- 
papers with no facilities for blockmaking, giving the photo- 
graph service a wide distribution not confined to the larger 
pers, and reaching less civilized areas where the pictorial 
medium is of special value. Fifteen subjects are issued 
weekly, of which 10 are selected for each overseas territory. 


“ Survey ’’ Feature Sets 


Special sets on British industries are produced for over- 
seas magazines, which have covered subjects including the 
British machine tool industry, British carpets, British loco- 
motives, British light cars, British pottery, Stourbridge 
glass, British steel and shipbuilding. Personality features 
on British industrialists are included, particularly for 
countries with American influence, which are interested in 
seeing the ‘‘ bosses.””’ A programme is also arranged of 
personality features on industrial workers, such as ‘‘ Meet 
the Docker,” ‘‘ Meet the Mill Girl,’’ 

All these services are aimed at the general magazine- and 
newspaper-reading public and are popular in appeal. Use 
in technical magazines, though frequently obtained, is a 
secondary aim. 


Reference Services 


A 48-page printed survey of developments in home affairs 
is printed and distributed weekly to overseas posts. It 
contains articles which can be used for official reference and 
as background material for publicity, and can also be 
offered, in translation if necessary, to the trade or general 
press. It includes items of interest to general readers 
designed to illustrate the excellence of British products (e.g., 
speed or endurance records by land, sea and air, large over- 
seas contracts secured by British firms), or the progressive 
attitude of British industry and science (e.g., development 
projects, output figures, items from the British Industries 
Fair and other Trade Fairs or Exhibitions). Items are also 
based on material received from time to time from the 
Society of British Aircraft Constructors, the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders, the British Electrical 
Manufacturers’ Association, etc. 


Technical Clipsheets 


Facsimile reproductions of published articles of technical 
and scientific interest selected from British journals are 
produced weekly in the form of technical clipsheets. They 
cover the fields of science, technology, electronics, medicine, 
ete. A proportion of the items chosen illustrates the work of 
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individual firms, and experience has shown that the inclusion 
of an item generally results in enquiries from many parts of 
the world, either through the Information Officer abroad or 
direct to the firm concerned when names are given. 

Overseas rights (with or without limitations) are secured 
in every item on the sheet before it is produced. It is used 
by Information Officers overseas in foreign countries, 
Commonwealth countries, and some Colonies in a variety 
of ways, principally by circulation to editors who may be 
interested. 


Commercial Subjects 


Answers are provided to ad hoc enquiries on commercial 
subjects made by Information Officers. These have been 
on subjects as diverse as the monolithic method of concrete 
construction ; British rubber roads; the utilization of coal] 
by-products; the supply of burglar protection systems for 
banks and the export of Shetland ponies. Seventeen special 
papers have also been prepared on various industries. This 
series had to be discontinued owing to manpower cuts at the 
end of !946, but the existing papers are still valuable for the 
very full historical background they contain. The possi- 
bility of a new series of shorter papers dealing with current 
progress and achievement in basic and export industries is 
under consideration. 


Books, Films, Exhibitions 


The volume of material on British industry for commercial 
or limited free distribution overseas in book and booklet 
form is not so great as in other channels described. A recent 
production is the publication of ‘‘ Something Done,”’ which, 
while illustrating the general progress of recovery in Britain, 
shows examples of particular industrial products. 

A series of monthly digests in various languages is pro- 
duced for sale overseas, and includes articles on various 
aspects of British industrial enterprise and research. 

The periodical illustrated magazine To-day, produced 
in London for the Colonial peoples and circulated in English 
and various native tongues, includes articles on British 
industries, and has recently covered the British bicycle and 
pottery industries. 

Picture sets of 12 or 20 photographs printed with letter- 
press are circulated for display in such places as shop 
windows, libraries, reading rooms, etc. They are popular 
in overseas countries, particularly those where appeal 
through other media is restricted for various reasons. They 
cover industrial subjects. 

Photographic material is also drawn upon to produce 
filmstrips to be screened with spoken commentary. This 
medium is useful in conveying a broad picture, for example, 
of the British glass industry, to schools or unsophisticated 
audiences. 


Film Publicity 


Direct publicity for British industry through films shown 
overseas is carried out in several ways. 

Films designed to help the sale of British goods abroad are 
made in consultation with the industry concerned and the 
Board of Trade or the Ministry of Supply. 

Films have been made recently on radio, shipbuilding, 
pottery, British blood livestock, glass, steel, scientific 
instruments, British hydro-electric plant, and clocks and 
watches. Wool and rayon are among the subjects of films 
now in preparation. 

The films are all designed primarily for overseas use and 
are distributed through the Information Officers at H.M. 
Missions abroad. In some cases they are shown in public 
cinemas, in others to groups of potentially interested people 
by means of 16 mm. projectors. As far as the Dominions 
are concerned, films receive a wide non-theatrical distribu- 
tion through film libraries. 

A regular monthly cinemagazine is produced called ‘‘ This 
is Britain.’’ It usually consists of three items, at least one 
of which is planned to help British exports either by direct 
‘* boosting ’’ or by more subtle means, The following are 
some of the subjects covered recently :— 

A New British Collier. Cables for Submarine Use. 

John Cobb’s Tyres. Radio Equipment. 

A New Plaster for Building. Asdic. 

Lighthouse Building. Pocket Piledriver. 

Prefabricated Bus Bodies. Underwater Welding. 

Wood Engraving. A New Ship Stabilizer, etc. 

The cinemagazines are widely distributed commercially 
allover the world. In many instances firms whose products 
are described have used the film for their own sales purposes. 

The third methcd in which the Information Services use 
films in helping the sale of British goods abroad is by 
acquiring films made by industrial concerns for their own 
purposes. These films, once ‘‘ adopted ”’ for official use, 
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are distributed overseas in the same way as the Information 
Services’ own films. Only films which avoid direct adver- 
tising of individual firms can be adopted. The facilities 
of the Information Services abroad, e.g., in the provision 
of a theatre and projector, can, however, be put at the 
disposal of firms’ representatives for the showing of 
advertising films. 

The Information Services also issue their own official 
weekly newsreels, in which items designed to give an 
impression of British craftsmanship and achievement are 
included. ‘‘ British News ”’ is made up of items from com- 
mercial newsreels, selected by the Central Office of Informa- 
tion and sent overseas for primary showing in the British 
Colonies. ‘‘ British Olympic News” is despatched in 
Spanish and Portuguese versions to the South American 
countries, the selection of items being the responsibility of 
the Foreign Office. Arabic, Turkish, Chinese, and Iranian 
newsreels are also sent to the appropriate countries, the 
selection of items being made by the Foreign Office. The 
Arabic newsreel is distributed by Cairo throughout the 
Middle East. In almost every case these newsreels are for 
theatrical and non-theatrical showing, although by special 
agreement theatrical showing of an official newsreel is 
discontinued as soon as a current commercial newsreel 
produced by a British company becomes available. 

Films Division of the Central Office of Information, with 
the help of the Ministries concerned, is in touch with 
industry in all the above-mentioned operations, and the 
association is working smoothly and efficiently. 


Exhibitions and Poster Sets 


Exhibitions abroad are the responsibility of the Board of 
Trade, though a display ‘‘ Britain Goes Ahead,’’ produced 
by the Central Office of Information under the sponsorship 
of the Foreign Office, has gained overseas interest in the 
achievements of British industries. 

Overseas Poster Sets normally consist of four-colour 
posters, carrying brief text matter. The theme now in 
production in the Central Office of Information is ‘‘ British 
Achievements,”’ which will include sets on jet planes, ship- 
building, and Harris tweeds. These sets have been ordered 
for display in foreign countries and in the British Common- 
wealth and Empire. 


Other Services 


All types of trade and technical periodicals, scientific, 
medical, agricultural, etc., are ordered and despatched by 
the Central Office of Information to Information Offices for 
free distribution to individuals, technical institutions, 
libraries, and for use in their reading rooms. In 1947 over 
half a million copies, comprising over 250 different titles, 
were distributed in this way. 

Arrangements are also made for the supply and sale 
through newsagents of such periodicals in countries with 
which there is at present no commercial trading—Poland, 
Hungary, to a lesser extent Roumania and Bulgaria, and 
also the British zone of Austria. 

Advantage is taken of special opportunities for bringing 
British periodicals to the notice of overseas readers by 
circulating sample copies through Information Officers and 
by arranging for supplies of suitable periodicals to Inter- 
national Trade Fairs, including in 1947 the Salons des Arts 
Menagers in Paris, Cinema Exhibition in Turin, Prague 
International Fair, and the Cultural Exhibition in Jamaica. 
A complete range of such periodicals for 1942-1946 was 
supplied free by British publishers for presentation to Tokyo 
University. 

As a result of close liaison with the Board of Trade and 
with overseas posts, the Central Office is able to keep British 
publishers advised of any new developments affecting local 
trading conditions and selling prices. 


Foreign Visitors 


Tours of Britain are organized for foreign visitors (includ- 
ing technicians, journalists, etc.) and other foreigners who 
by their influence on public cpinion can promote a wider 
understanding of British scientific and industrial achieve- 
ment and of the British way of life. Tours are also arranged 
for the overseas staff of some Government United Kingdom 
departments who by long absence from the United Kingdom 
may have become somewhat out of touch with present-day 
conditions in Britain and with industrial, scientific, and 
social development. Including Government overseas staff, 
some 400-500 persons from 33 foreign countries participated 
in tours during the past year. 

Visits to British industrial establishments feature 
prominently in these tours and a good deal of publicity about 
British industry appears in the foreign press as a result. 
The tours are planned in conjunction with sponsoring 
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departments, mainly the Foreign Office, the Board of Trade 
and the Ministry of Supply. 

British industry has been quick to appreciate the publicity 
value of these tours and has co-operated in making them a 
success. It has for a long time been apparent that British 
industrial executives welcome visits to their factories, ete., 
as opportunities for making personal contacts, for gaining 
first-hand information about overseas conditions and at the 
same time for ‘‘ putting across ” to visitors the excellence of 
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their products and the efficiency of their production. 


Tours are occasionally arranged for influential foreigners 
who are engaged on economic planning on a national and 
international level, and who are, therefore, of great interest 
to British industry. 


How Industry can Help 


In conclusion, mention might be made of a few ways in 
which business can help to make this work even more effec- 
tive. The Board of Trade Information Division already 
receives material regarding the activities of many firms 
and would be glad to receive more. Suitable material is 
passed in to the Central Office of Information. 

Announcements of new developments or processes, or 
reports of achievements in research, production and exports 
are welcome. Material supplied should, of course, have 
sufficient news value to interest overseas readers, either 
generally or in some particular territory. 

For the photographic services, suggestions are welcomed 
from industry as to subjects having real news value. Any 
notable process or product is likely to prove suitable, or a 
dramatic occasion such as the closing of a London street to 
allow a fractioning tower to travel to the docks on its way 
to South America. 

If, in conclusion, any industrialists care to offer to 
receive overseas visitors in their factories, a careful note 
will be made of their names with a view to taking advantage 
of their offer at the earliest possible date.

Special Coupon Rates for 
Imperfect Goods 


HE Board of Trade have made the Consumer Rationing 
T (Special Coupon Rates) Licence, 1948*, which will come 
into operation on December 20, 1948. 

In certain cases where the Board are satisfied that 
imperfect rationed goods cannot be disposed of at the 
standard coupon rate or under the half-coupon rate pro- 
visions, they propose to issue individual licences to the 
traders holding these goods enabling them to supply at a 
very low rate (generally one-quarter of the standard rate), 
or very exceptionally coupon-free, provided the price also 
does not exceed a very low figure (generally not more than 
one-half of the price appropriate to the half-coupon rate). 


These individual licences will bear reference numbers 
prefixed ‘‘Sub”’ or ‘‘Sal’’. The Consumer Rationing 
(Special Coupon Rates) Licence provides that goods 


acquired by a trader under the authority of such an indi- 
vidual licence may, subject to certain conditions, be supplied 
by him and by each succeeding trader who acquires them 
at the coupon-rate at which he acquired them or coupon-free 
as the case may be. It is a condition of the General Licence 
that the trader must have received an invoice, advice note 
or similar document quoting the authority under which the 
goods were supplied to him, i.e. either the full reference 
number (prefixed ‘‘Sub” or ‘‘Sal’’) of the individual 
licence or the authority of this General Licence. 

A trader can, of course, add no more than his permitted 
margin to the price at which he acquires the goods. 

The Hosiery Control will shortly be issuing individual 
licences of the kind referred to above to manufacturers of 
women’s stockings to enable them to dispose of any inyper- 
fect stockings they are unable to sell at half-rate. Manu- 
facturers need not make any application to the control 
for this purpose. 

So far as other goods are concerned, the Board propose 
to use this power only when the circumstances are very 
exceptional.

Increased Prices for Utility Cloth 


The Board of Trade have made an Order* which brings 
into force, on December 20, supplement No. 2 to Related 
Schedule No. 1H (Utility Woven Wool Apparel and Pram 
Rug Cloth and Woven Wool Pram Rugs). This supplement 
contains increased wholesalers’ and retailers’ ceiling prices 
for cloths 212 and 2124, which are unmarked, to correspond 
with the manufacturers’ prices which came into force on 
November 1. 


Utility Upholstery Cloth 


Another Ordert which comes into force on January 1 
increases the price of Utility upholstery cloth (Specifica- 
tion 110). This increase is due to the rise in price of raw 
wool and increased overheads.

President of the Board of Trade 
in North Wales 


The President of the Board of Trade is visiting North 
Wales to-day and making a short tour to enable him to 
investigate personally local employment problems and 
possibilities of industrial dex elopment. 

There will be meetings at Llangefni, Blaenau Festiniog 
and Caernarvon with the various Local Authorities and 
representatives of the North Wales Development Council 
and Industrial Association of Wales at Monmouthshire. 

The visit was planned to take place last month but was 
unavoidably postponed. 


Return of Coupons for 
Footwear 


HE Board of Trade are taking steps to call in coupons 

which retailers and wholesalers of footwear no longer 

require for the purpose of their business, owing to 
footwear having been taken off coupons. After consultation 
with the principal trade associations concerned, it has been 
agreed that retailers and wholesalers whose trade in rationed 
goods in their last accounting period ending between July 1, 
1947, and July 31, 1948, or, when no accounts have been 
made up, in the period July 1, 1947, to June 30, 1948, con- 
sisted of more than four-fifths by value of footwear should 
surrender not less than four-fifths of all coupons in their 
possession at the date of derationing, that is, July 31, 1948, 

These arrangements include the unregistered depart- 
ments of manufacturers of footwear who have applied the 
composite provisions of the Consumer Rationing Order 
and who supplied other rationed goods. 

The Board of Trade have accordingly made the Return 
of Clothing Coupons (Footwear) Order, 1948*, which requires 
such retailers and wholesalers to furnish a return to the 
Board of Trade, Industries and Manufactures Division 2A, 
Kenworthy’s Hydro, Southport, Lancs, by January 15, 
1949, and a transfer voucher drawn in favour cf the Board 
of Trade for not less than four-fifths of the balance of 
coupons shown therein. Traders who no longer require 
coupons will no doubt surrender the whole of their coupons. 

Forms of return are being distributed by the trade 
associations, but any trader concerned who does _ not 
receive a form should apply to the Board of Trade at 
Southport or at 152 Gloucester Terrace, London, W.2. 

Manufacturers of footwear who supply no rationed goods 
are also required to render a return and to deliver up 
coupons to the appropriate Board of Trade Coupon Collec- 
tion Office. 

At the request of the Associations the Board have under- 
taken that if at any time footwear should again be subject 
to rationing these coupon balances would be returned to 
the traders now surrendering the coupons.

Price Control of Utility 
Goods for Export 


PwAHE Board of Trade have made an Order* which came 
into force on December 17 which exempts Utility goods 
intended for export from the price control which 

applies to their sale by manufacturers on the home market. 

The Order, which applies to Utility garments (excepi 
men’s and boys’ shirts and industrial overalls), handker- 
chiefs not of cotton, gloves, and bedding, lays down the 
procedure to be followed on the sale or acquisition of Utility 
goods intended for export in respect of signed declarations 
and invoices. 

The Order also legalizes, until February 28, 1949, the 
manufacture for export of goods from Utility cloth which 
do not comply with the ordinary provisions on making-up, 
and applying the Utility mark and specification numbers.

Type Symbol on Utility Furniture 


It has come to the notice of the Board of Trade that 
some manufacturers are letting Utility furniture leave their 
works without the Type Symbol being stamped on each 
article. 

The Board of Trade draws the attention of al] manu- 
facturers to the requirement of The Furniture (Utility 
Mark) Order, 1948, paragraph 2, Sub-section (b) which 
states that the Type Symbol shall be applied by the person 
who applies the Utility Mark. This must be done before 
the furniture leaves the custody of the manufacturer. 

This applies to all furniture marked Utility on and after 
November 29, 1948. 
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Encouraging Record Production in all 
Sections in October 


CTOBER is normally unaffected by holidays, and is 
a month of relatively high output in the cotton 
industry. The latest figures relate to the period 
covered by the five weeks ending October 30 which in- 
duded one or two days’ holiday at the beginning of the 
period in a few districts. These did not seriously affect 


output, which rose as compared wit! September by about 
the same amount as in previous years and reached new 

peaks in all sections. 
In the spinning section output of all types of single yarn 
were from 7 to 10 per cent. higher compare with September,

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Relaxation in Control of 
Cotton 


HE Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 34) Order, 

1942 (a), prohibiting the acquisition or disposal of cotton 

waste within the United Kingdom except under licence 
is to be revoked. 

The provisions under the Control] of the Cotton Industry 
(No. 26) Order, 1941 (6), prohibiting the acquisition of cotton 
linters are revoked. But these provisions subjecting the use 
of cotton linters to licence will continue to remain in 
operation. 

At the same time, the opportunity has been taken of 
revoking the Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 43) Order, 
1943 (c), which prohibited the disposal of raw cotton in the 
United Kingdom except under licence from the Board of 
Trade. This provision has been superseded by the require- 
ment under the Cotton (Centralized Buying) Act, 1947, 
prohibiting the disposal of cotton except with the written 
permission of the Raw Cotton Commission. 

These revocations and amendments, which come into 
operation on January 1, 1949, are incorporated in the 
Control of the Cotton Industry (Revocation) Order, 
1948 (d). 

These relaxations of control were among those announced 
by the President of the Board of Trade recently (see. Board of 
Trade Journal of November 6). The revocation Order 
mentioned above gives statutory effect to these relaxations.

Cotton Output and Employment— (Continued) 


the total at a weckly average of 19-53 million lbs. being 
up by 8 per cent. ; doubled yarn rose by 5 per cent. Single 
cotton yarn at 16°36 million lbs. was 5 per cent. higher than 
the earlier peak reached last February. In the weaving 
section the average weekly output of both cotton and rayon 
cloths were 10 per cent. higher than in September and 
2 per cent. above the June peak. 

Compared with the corresponding period in 1947, in- 
creases were 14 per cent. for single yarn and 15 per cent. 
for doubled yarn and for cloth ; output of rayon cloth rose 
by more than one-fifth. 

Employment figures in October showed a further rise, 
particularly in weaving. There were about 900 more on 
the spinners’ books for single cotton yarn and spun rayon 
yarn, while the number at work rose by over 1,400 to 92-2 
per cent. of the number on the books—or little short of 
the best previous figure of 92-6 per cent. in April. For 
spinning and doubling together there was an increase of 
1,700 at work. Weavers at work rose by 3,350. 

Higher output was reflected in greater machine activity 
in all sections. The mule equivalent of single spindles 
running was 780,000 more than in September and over 
3 million more than a year ago; doubling spindles running 
rose by 25,000 and 142,000 respectively. The number of 
looms running was 9,900 more than in September and 
26,400 more than a year ago. 


November Yarn Output 


Production of cotton and cotton waste yarns for the 
week ended November 27 was 18-30 million Ibs. compared 
with 18-35, 18-37 and 18-44 million lbs. for the weeks ending 
November 20, 13 and 6 respectively. This compares with 
the target of 20 million lbs. per week to be reached by the 
end of the year. In addition, 1-16 million lbs. of spu 
rayon and mixture yarns were produced during the week 
ended November 27 compared with 1-17 million Ibs. in the 
previous week, and 1-15 million lbs. in each of the two 
weeks ended November 13 and 6. 
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Women’s and Maids’ 
Utility Outerwear 


ONTINUING the policy of abolishing the ‘‘ cost plus ” 
LC amnet of price control wherever possible, the Board 

of Trade have made an Order* fixing manufacturers’ 
cash maximum prices instead of the previous over-riding 
maxima for women’s and maids’ Utility dresses, unlined 
costumes, and blouses. The rayon cloths have been re- 
grouped to allow for recent cloth price changes, and two 
additional groups for more expensive cloths have been 
added. 

The remaining garments, mainly heavy outerwear, which 
appear in Division B of the Schedule to the Order, are still 
subject to ‘‘ cost plus’”’. The over-riding maximum prices 
include the increases of 15 per cent. and 11 per cent. allowed 
by a previous Order after the removal of the wool cloth 
subsidy. 

The Order will come into operation on December 28.

Reliefs and Exemptions from Quota 
for Cinematograph Exhibitors 


The Cinematograph Films Act, 1948, provides that, where 
certain conditions are satisfied, the obligation of an exhibitor 
to show a quota of British films may be reduced by the Board 
of Trade by such amount as the Board may specify. The 
conditions relate to the competition confronting each par- 
ticular cinema. The Act also contains provision that, if 
these conditions are satisfied at a cinema whose net weekly 
takings have averaged less than £100, the exhibitor may 
apply to the Board to be entirely exempted from quota. 

Applications for reliefs and exemptions for 2,441 cinemas 
have been received by the Board under these provisions of 
the Act. After consulting the Cinematograph Films Council 
on each of these applications, the Board have given reduced 
quotas for first-feature films for the year beginning October 1, 
1948, to a total of 1,327 cinemas, and have given total 
exemption from quota to a further 305. The reduced 
quotas vary from 10 per cent. to 40 per cent. (compared with 
the standard quota of 45 per cent.). 

The Board have now compiled two lists—one for partial 
reliefs and another for total exemptions—which give par- 
ticulars of these various awards. Copies of these two lists 
are being sent to the interested trade bodies as well as to the 
trade journals which circulate in the film industry. A 
limited number of additional copies will also be obtainable from 
the Board of Trade Press Office, Room 646, Board of Trade, 
Millbank, London, S.W.1. 

These lists are not yet complete or final, as the Board 
have received a number of appeals from disappointed 
applicants which are still under examination. One or more 
supplementary lists will be circulated as soon as possible. 


Exemptions of Drugs and Medicines 
from Purchase Tax 


The Treasury have made an Order under Sections 21 and 
22 of the Finance Act, 1948, entitled ‘‘ The Purchase Tax 
(No. 5) Order 1948.” TheOrder re-enacts, with additions, 
the list of essential drugs and medicines which are exempt 
from the Purchase Tax under the Purchase Tax (No. 1) 
Order, 1948 (Statutory Instruments 1948 No. 608), which is 
revoked. 

All drugs previously exempt under the revoked No. 1 
Order remain exempt under the new Order and any entries 
in the old list of exempt drugs and medicines which no 
longer appear in the Schedule to the new Order have been 
assimilated into more comprehensive entries therein. 

The Order applies to goods which are delivered on sale, 
or appropriated to retail trade or similar purposes, by 4 
registered manufacturer or wholesaler on or after 
December 15, 1948, or, in the case of imported goods, 
which are entered with the Customs or delivered from 
bonded warehouse for home consumption, as the case may 
be, on or after December 15, 1948.

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Wholesale Stocks and Sales of Clothing 





Lower Sales and Further Fall in Stocks 
in October 


HE quantity of clothing sold by the wholesale clothing 
trade has tended since 1944 to be slightly lower in 
October than in September although remaining season- 
ally high. This year the combined index for all garments in 
October showed a drop of 9 per cent. from a high September 
peak. The heaviest fall was of 17 per cent. in men’s and 
boys’ made-up clothing, while women’s etc. sales fell by 
10 per cent. and hosiery hardly at all. 
The seasonal decline in the index of total stocks continued 


with a 4 per cent. fall during October, stocks of made-up 
garments falling more than those of hosiery. Purchases 
showed little change; those of hosiery and women’s etc. 
made-up clothing rose a little, while for men’s and boys’ 
made-up clothing they fell, with a net decline of 1 per cent. 

for all garments. 
Compared with October 1947, the combined index 
numbers for all garments were 9 per cent. higher for sales 
(Continued on page 1157)

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U.S. Purchase of Sisal from 
U.K. Stocks 


HE Board of Trade announce that negotiations have 

been concluded for the sale to the United States of 

10,000 tons of sisal from their stocks in East Africa. 
This quantity is in addition to the 2,000 tons of sisal the 
sale of which was announced by the Secretary for Overseas 
Trade in the House of Commons on November 23. 

The transaction was effected under the terms of a pro- 
vision in the Economic Co-operation Agreement between 
the Governments of the United Kingdom and the United 
States under which the United Kingdom Government 
undertook to facilitate the supply of raw materials to the 
United States for stock-piling purposes. Payment for the 
stocks to be transferred will be made from the Sterling 
Fund deposited by the United Kingdom Government in a 
special account as the counterpart equivalent of the value 
of supplies furnished to the United Kingdom under grant 
by the Economic Co-operation Administration. 

The Economic Co-operation Agreement between the two 
Governments provides that 5 per cent. of this Fund be 
allocated for the use of the United States Government for 
its expenditures in the United Kingdom and its dependent 
overseas territories acceding to the Economic Co-operation 
Agreement, for meeting the local administrative costs of 
the Economic Co-operation Administration Mission in the 
United Kingdom and for the purchase of strategic materials 
for the reserve stock being accumulated by the United 
States Government.

Relaxation in Control of Dyestuffs and Potash 


The undermentioned Control of Dyestuffs Orders which 
prohibit the sale and supply of dyestuffs and intermediates 
except under licence by the Board of Trade are being 
revoked. 

The new Revocation Order* will come into operation 
on January 1, 1949, from which date licences to sell and 
supply will no longer be required. 

It is to be particularly noted that this new Revocation 
Order relates only to the sale and supply of dyestuffs and 
intermediates within the United Kingdom and does not 
affect the regulations governing the import and export 
of these commodities for which licences are still required :—

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Questions Asked and Answered 
in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 9 


Cloth for Home Market 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
said he was aware that makers-up would like to get more 
utility cloth, but supplies of cloth for the home market 
were limited by the need to meet export targets. Within 
the total so available the proportion within the utility 
scheme was being increased. 


Electrical Power Plant for U.S.S.R. 

The electrical power plant now being sent to Russia was 
not of the kind required for the British Electricity Authority 
Programme, it was stated. 


Trade with Germany 

Asked what progress had been made towards the con- 
clusion of a bi-lateral trading agreement with the Joint 
Import/Export Agency of the Anglo-United States Bi-zone 
of Germany, the President replied that we reviewed with the 
Joint EMxport/Import Agency last May the probable course 
of trade in 1948 between the sterling area and the Bi-zone, 
and we hoped to have further talks in the near future 
about trade in the first six months of 1949. 


Pianos for Home Market 

Asked whether he would now authorize the retention of 
some pianos for sale in this country, in view of the fact 
that no pianos have been made for the home market since 
1940, the President replied ‘‘ No, Sir.” 


Imports of Granite 

Limited imports of grey and other rough granite were 
being allowed under trade agreements under which we 
secured essential supplies of raw materials, the President 
said. Import licensing restrictions were not intended to 
provide protection for the home industry. 


New Distribution Arrangements for Iron Castings 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, said that the 
Order giving effect to the new arrangements for the distri- 
bution of iron castings came into force on December 10. 

On specialized items, which constituted the greater and 
more important part of the iron casting industry, arrange- 
ments had been made for a voluntary system of control. 
The balance of the production, which was mainly handled 
by jobbing foundries serving local needs, would not be 
centrally controlled. The iron foundries had been advised 
through the appropriate trade association, and in the 
trade press. 


MONDAY DECEMBER 13 


Board of Trade Staff 

Asked how many cases were brought and how many 
convictions obtained since July 1945 against employees of 
his department on charges of bribery or corruption, and how 
many persons thus convicted were stiil in the public employ- 
ment, the President replied that since July 1945 there had 
been three such cases, in one of which two employees of 
the Board of Trade were charged. All the four employees 
were convicted and were discharged from the 
employment. 


Board’s 


Vehicles in Germany 

Mr. Strauss said that vehicles in Germany not needed 
locaily by the Military Governor or for the German economy 
had been sold by competitive tender. Tanks and other 
fighting vehicles had been broken down and the scrap 
exported to this country. Future disposal would be on the 
same lines. 


Standard Grade Zinc Prices 

The average market price of standard grade zine in 
August 1939 was £14 12s. 7d. a ton, it was stated. The 
Ministry of Supply’s selling price for this grade was based 
on world prices and was now £106 a ton. 


TUESDAY DECEMBER 14 


Engineering Mission to Canada 
The members of the Engineering Mission to Canada had 
been back in this country for a few weeks, and it was 


expected that their report would be published carly in the 
New Year, it was stated. 
Shortage of Overalls 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. A. G. Bottomley, 
said that he was fully aware of the shortage of both domestic 
and industrial overalls of all sizes. Overall cloths were one 
of our best exports and greater supplies for the home market 
must depend upon increased production. 
Clearance of Bing at Airdrie 

Asked what was the extra cost of removing the bing at 
Airdrie by hand labour as compared with tender for 
mechanical removal ; how many men had been employed ; 
and how many so employed had left the work, Mr. Bottomley 
replied that it was costing an additional £5,500 to clear this 
bing by manual labour. He could not say exactly how 
many men had been employed on the scheme, but during the 
five weeks between the middle of October and the middle of 
November on an average 25 men were employed daily. 
He had no records of the total number who had left the work. 
Weights and Measures Committee 

Mr. Bottomley said that the terms of reference of the 
Committee on Weights and Measures were already wide 
enough to cover the question of appliances used by govern- 
ment departments, and this would be examined by the 
Committee. Appliances used by such bodies as the Milk 
Marketing Board, which were already subject to Weights 
and Measures legislation, were also covered by the Com- 
mittee’s terms of reference. 
Clothes Rationing 

Asked how long it was intended to continue the rationing 
of children’s clothing and of men’s and women’s outerwear, 
Mr. Bottomley replied that the rationing of these and of 
other particular kinds of clothing would end as soon as 
supplies, present and prospective, of these kinds and of the 
materials from which they were made were sufficient to 
meet the rising export programme in full, and to leave a 
reasonably adequate balance for unrationed home demand. 


Factory Projects in Wales and Monmouthshire 

Of the 21 privately financed factory projects for which 
location was approved at June 30, 1948, in the development 
areas of Wales and Monmouthshire, Mr. Bottomley under- 
stood that only two had been abandoned. In one case the 
firm had changed its plans on technical grounds and approval 
had been given to a smaller alternative project outside the 
development area. In the other, the firm was, he believed, 
negotiating to acquire existing privately owned premises 
outside the development area. Of the remaining 19 
projects one had been completed, one was now under con- 
struction and four more had received building licences. 

Mr. Bottomley said that he was not aware of any case of 
an industrialist abandoning the idea of taking a factory in 
the Rhondda because of the housing situation. There had 
been difficulty in the case of two allocated factories in 
completing all the houses approved for keyworkers ; but he 
hoped that by making use of temporary lodgings for their 
workers, the tenants would not delay taking possession of 
the factories when they were ready. 

Trade Agreements 

Asked to state what arrangements he proposed to make to 
consult representative organizations of the cotton trade 
before making any future trade agreements which affected 
the textile industry of this country, Mr. Bottomley replied 
that it was his aim to consult industries likely to be affected 
by projected trade agreements and he had constantly in 
mind the possibility of improving the machinery of con- 
sultation. 

Report on Chemical Industry. 

Asked if he would institute an enquiry into the chemica! 
industry, the President replied that he felt that the Govern- 
ment should be in possession of a comprehensive survey of 
this basic industry showing its long term plans, its probable 
lines of development and the steps regarded as necessary 
to meet the objectives disclosed by the survey. He had 
been considering with the Minister of Health, the Minister 
of Supply and the Minister of Fuel and Power, who were 
responsible for certain parts of the industry, how best such 
a survey could be undertaken. The chemical industry was 
a complicated and diversified industry and the techniques 
applied to other important industries, such as the working 
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Vite Export quesivons 


party, were clearly not appropriate. It had accordingly 
been decided that the first step should be to ask the Associa- 
oion of British Chemical Manufacturers to prepare a report 
on the lines indicated, and this they had readily agreed to do. 
The Trades Union Congress had also been consulted and had 
expressed their agreement with this line of approach. No 
decisions on policy on the basis of the Report, if any were 
called for, would be made without further consultation with 
both sides of the industry, The Association had agreed to 
endeavour to produce the report by the middle of 1949. 


Japan and Textile Industry 

The President assured a questioner that he would take 
whatever steps were open to him to protect United Kingdom 
textile industries from unfair competition based on sweated 


labour but, as he had already stated, he did not accept the | 


suggestion that the new Japanese Trade Arrangement would 
necessarily result in such competition. 


Wallpaper Prices 
A number of complaints about the quality and price of 
wallpaper had been brought to the President’s notice. He 


said investigation of these cases had not disclosed any price | 
control offence under the Prices of Goods Act, 1939, to which | 
wallpaper prices were subject. The quality may in some | 
cases have been inferior, but complaints on this score | 


seemed to be confined to a very small proportion of current 
production. 


For the last three years, and in spite of many cost | 


increases, the majority of wallpaper manufacturers had 
maintained a voluntary standstill on the prices ruling in 
January 1946. He was glad to have this opportunity of 
announcing that, following recent increases in production, 
he had been given an undertaking that these prices would be 


reduced from January 1 by amounts which should result in | 


a drop in the general retail price level, including tax, of the 
order of 10 per cent. On particular lines the reduction may 
be more or less and a few may remain unchanged. 


Height of Bedsteads 

There was no rule for the height of bedsteads other than 
that set by public taste, Mr. Bottomley said. The con- 
ventional height of spring mattresses for many years had 
been 104 inches to 12 inches above the floor, and this gave 


ample room for cleaning. The height could be easily | 


increased by altering the position of the brackets supporting 
the spring mattress, and he had no doubt the manufacturers 
of bedsteads were quite prepared to do this if there was a 
public demand. 

One of the functions of the Furniture Development 
Council, which would shortly begin its service, would be to 
undertake research into consumer needs; and this sort of 
problem would, he was sure, receive attention. 


B.0.T. Grants 
In accordance with the provision included in the Board of 
Trade Estimates for the year ending March 31, 1949, grants 


were being made to the British Export Trade Research | 


Organization up to a maximum of £35,000 and not exceeding 


one-half of the deficiency between the Organization’s | 


expenditure in the year and its revenue from commissions 
executed, subject to an equivalent contribution from 
industry. A payment of £20,000 had already been made to 
the Organization and so far as could be judged at present 
it was expected to qualify for the full grant of £35,000. 


\ loan of £12,500 had been made to British Handcrafts | 
Export, for which a Supplementary Estimate was pre- | 
sented to the House of Commons on June 30 last. Of this | 


sum, £2,500 had been repaid with interest, as was anticipated ! 


in that Estimate. No other grant was contemplated. 


Paper Allocation for Wallpaper 

It was contrary to present practice to disclose figures of 
the allocation made to particular uses but Mr. Bottomley 
said that the amount of paper allocated in 1947 to firms who 
were not engaged in the production of wallpaper prior to 
September 1939 amounted to less than 1 per cent. of the 
whole allocation for wallpaper and only three firms were 
involved. 


Cotton Industry Modernization Plans 


Employers’ organizations and trade unions in the cotton | 
spinning industry had agreed in principle to the introduction | 


of two shift working as and when mills were progressively 
modernized, or, in the case of one trade union, had agreed 
not to oppose its introduction, Mr. Bottomley stated. This

Blitzed Merseyside Warehouses 

More of Merseyside’s blitzed warehouses are to be rebuilt 
over the next three years. The Board of Trade Regional 
Controller of the North-Western Region has now 
authorized to issue licences in 1949 for work up to a value 
of £600,000 for privately-owned warehouses: this will 
enable work to be started on the outstanding applications 
which have been held up since the building ban at the end of 
1947. The Board of Trade Regional Controller is in touch 
with the firms concerned. 

Some of the work will be ready to start almost immediately 
but in other cases there is a good deal of preparatory work 
yet to be done. In any case, the carrying out of the ware- 
house programme must be fitted in with the other construc- 
tion schemes in the district, including the programme for the 
reconstruction of the transit sheds and docks. It is hoped, 
nevertheless, to make substantial progress with the 
rebuilding of the privately-owned blitzed port warehouses 
in Liverpool over the next 12 months. In the middle of 
1949 the position will be reviewed and a programme for 
1950 drawn up. The warehouse space damaged totalled 
about 3} million sq. feet of which nearly one million sq. feet 
has already been restored or is now under construction. 
The present programme, of which the total cost is estimated 
to be about £3 million should enable the greater part of the 
war damage to privately-owned port warehouses to be 
made good by 1952.

Check Traders Charges 


The Board of Trade have made an Order* which fixes 
the maximum rate of poundage chargeable by check traders 
at 1s. in the £. 

Formerly, the charging of poundage was prohibited by 
the Check Trading Orders 1942 and 1944, (now revoked), but 
a practice had become widespread whereby customers 
employed and paid servants of check trading eompanies to 
transmit their instalment payments to the companies’ 
offices. By this practice the intention of the Orders was 
defeated and payments so made by customers were not 
subject to any statutory control. 

The Board have therefore decided, following an in- 
vestigation into the trading results of a number of com- 
panies, to allow poundage to be charged provided that it 
does not exceed 1s. in the £. At the same time, the payment 
to, or acceptance by, any person other than the authorized 
agent of a check trader, of any consideration for collecting 
or transmitting payments in connection with a check, will 
be prohibited. If a customer elects to dispense with the 
services of a collector and pays each instalment at the office 
of the checktrader within two days of the due date, he will 
be entitled to a refund of the poundage he has paid.

Los Angeles as a Market for U.K. 
Goods

HE Board of Trade Journal of November 9, 1946, 
i 1597, contained an article about Southern 
California and Los Angeles as a market for British 
exports, and the following remarks bring the position a 
regards trading at Los Angeles up to the end of June last. 

During Octeber 1918 the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce celebrated its 60th birthday. Sixty years ago, 
when the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce was founded, 
the population of the City of Los Angeles did not -exceed 
50 thousand. To-day, the City alone has 2 million inhabi- 
tants and, in the County of Los Angeles, which includes 
Long Pasadena, Glendale, Santa Monica and 
Burbank, more than 4 million. Since the beginning of 
1948 there has been a further increase of 63 thousand in 
the County and 36 thousand in the City of Los Angeles. 
These figures are cited as an indication of the demand in 
this area for consumer goods alone as a result of the 
industrial and agricultural expansion which account for 
this growth of population. 

The following figures of imports from the United Kingdom 
to the Ports of Los Angeles and Long Beach will illustrate 
the potential market afforded by Los Angeles for British 
imports :—

Industrial Expansion 


As yet there are but few direct manufacturers’ agents 
in Los Angeles, representing United Kingdom firms. The 
possibilities of this market and the advantages to be 
derived from direct representation in this still expanding 
and comparatively wealthy area are shown by the figures 
of retail sales in Southern California during 1947. These 
reached a total of $6,384,643,000, an increase of 241 per 
cent. over the corresponding figure for 1940. Los Angeles 
County alone broke all its previous records, with retail 
sales amounting to $4,546,277,000, 19-4 per cent. above 
the 1946 figure, which amounted to $3,808,275,000. 

During the first half of 1948 retail sales surpassed those 
for the same period of 1947 but, since then there has been 
a falling-off due to :— 

more competition and increased supplies, 

less spending on luxury and semi-luxury goods, 
a moderate reduction in consumer-savings, 
price resistance by consumers, and 

a slowing-down of the increase in population. 

As a result, the following groups show a marked decrease 
in retail sales for the first eight months of 1948, as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1947: food, 
restaurants and liquor stores, apparel, jewellery, sporting 
goods, camera and photographic stores. 

To-day’s market in this area definitely favours the 
purchaser. Salesmen or agents are consequently having a 
more difficult time but quality goods at competitive prices 
can still compete with inferior mass-produced articles. 

During the first nine months of 1948, industrial invest- 
ments increased to $58,133,500, including $15,013,000 for 
139 new factories and $43,120,500 for additions to and

expansion of existing plants. In September alone, $6,037,000 
was spent on the construction of 20 new factories and or 
30 additions to existing plants for the manufacture of 
plastics, hydraulic machinery, farm equipment, ceramics, 
aircraft and auto parts, curtains, furniture, paints, building 
materials, apparel, publishing and printing, coffee, candy, 
wine, home appliances and fixtures, chemicals, meta! 
goods, leather goods and paper products. 

There are now seven factories for the assembling of 
automobiles in this area and four major rubber factories. 
It is estimated that these automobile factories will assemble 
650,000 units in 1948, thus tripling pre-war figures and 
making Los Angeles County the nation’s second largest 
centre for the asseinbling of automobiles.

Foreign Trade Zone 


In March of this year, the Los Angeles Board of Harbour 
Commissioners formally requested authorization for new 
facilities from the Foreign Trade Zones Board of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce in Washington. When approval is 
received, Los Angeles expects to develop its artificial 
harbour into one of the world’s greatest ports. 

As in the case of the Foreign Trade Zones now operating 
in New York, New Orleans and San Francisco, Los Angeles 
hopes thus to attract commerce and to increase the 
importance of its world trade. The rules and regulations 
which apply in New York and elsewhere regarding duty- 
free admission and processing are therefore to hold good 
in this foreign trade zone also. 

A portion of the existing port-facility is to be used for 
this purpose, thereby avoiding all capital expenditure 
beyond the cost of floodlights and fencing required by 
Government regulations. This facility (known as Warehouse 
No. 1) stands at the entrance of the outer harbour and is 
suitable for the handling of all types of imported goods.

In order to speed up the authorization for this Zone a 
public hearing was set for November 30, 1948. A committee, 
comprising officials from the Office of International Trade. 
Department of Commerce, Foreign Trade Zones Board, 
Customs and United States Army Engineers, has been 
established to examine testimony presented by public 
interests. 


Market for U.K. Goods 


The market for British goods can be developed by :~ 
an appointment of a good agent and close co-operation

Careful inspection of goods before despatch is essential 
as flaws are apt to result in rejection of goods and theit 
consequent disposal through jobbers or undesirable outlets. 

Now that goods are no longer in short supply, both 
price and style are of increasing importance. Careful study 
of the market by specially-deputed executives, familiar 
with all phases of the business, is therefore becoming an

New Exchange Control Regulations: His Majesty’s 
Ambassador at Lima reports by telegraph the issue of 
Peruvian Decree dated December 38, 1948, introducing new 
exchange and import licensing regulations. The new decree 
abrogates the Supreme Decree published on September 6, 
1948, particulars of which were published in the Board 
of Trade Journal of October 2, 1948 (page 656). 

In accordance with the provisions of the new decree 
{5 per cent. of foreign exchange resulting from exports will 
be retained by the Peruvian Government and exporters will 
receive the equivalent soles at the official rate of exchange 
after export taxes have been deducted. Exporters are to 
receive 55 per cent. of the proceeds of their exports in 
exchangeable certificates in the currency applicable. The 
foreign exchange certificates will be valid for 60 days, and 
may be utilized for imports of goods which will be specified 
in a further law to be published shortly. These certificates 
may also be used for payment of dividends and other 
contractual obligations. 

The 45 per cent. of foreign exchange retained by the 
Government will be used for payment of Government 
requirements in foreign currency and also for purchases 
of basic foodstuffs and pharmaceutical products. 

Agricultural implements will be imported free of customs 
duties and additional charges. The importation of unneces- 
sary and luxurious goods will be totally prohibited or 
restricted by means of the imposition of a consumption tax.
